NEW YORK, Dec. 1 (AP)—John 
L. Lewis today put the nation’s 
coal miners back on a three-day 


work week. 

The United Mine Workers’ chief 
acted as virtually all of the na- 
tion’s 400,000 soft coal miners 
stayed away from the pits follow- 
ind the end of a three-week truce 
last midnight. 

Lewis told 80,000 hard-coal min- 
ers as well as the bituminous dig- 
gers to return to’ work Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday of each 
week, starting next Monday, until 
contracts are signed with indi- , 
vidual coal companies, 

Meaning of Announcement. 

His announcement meant that 
the strike which began at mid- 
night was called off in part, less 
than 11 hours later, although the 
soft-coal miners will not actually 
return to work until Monday. 

It meant also that Lewis was 
abandoning his drive for nation- 
wide contracts in favor of agree- 
ments with individual companies. 

And it meant that the men who 
dig the coal will work part time, 
at least, during the Christmas 
season, Some grumbling had been 
reported from the ranks at the 
prospect of idleness with the holi- 
days coming on. Strikes this year 
are estimated to have cost miners 
$300,000,000 in wages. 

Anthracite miners, mostly in 
eastern Pennsylvania, have been 
back at work since mid-Septem- 
ber. Soft-coal miners have worked 
only three weeks since Sept. 19. 

Indiana Coal Operator O. L. 
Scales commented: “Apparently 
Lewis is out to get the operators. 
The three-day week means we 
either go broke or raise prices— 
and we are determined not to 
raise prices.”

LAST STEEL HAND. 
MILL IN AREA CLOSES 


Ceremony Marks End of Era 
in Industry—Granite City 
Plant Mechanized. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


The end of an era in the steel- 
making industry was observed 
yesterday when officers of the 
Granite City Steel Co., at cere- 
monies in the company’s plant in 
Granite City, threw a switch shut- 
ting down operation of the last 
hand steel rolling mill in the St. 
Louis area. 

Cessation of operation in the 
old hand mill, built in 1893 
marked completion of a 15-year 
modernization program, costing in 
excess of $20,000,000, which was 
begun at the plant in 1936. 

Bankers and stock brokers from 

St. Louis, New York, Chicago and 
Pittsburgh were guests of the 
company at the ceremony. Fol- 
lowing the ceremony they were 
taken on a tour of the new $8,- 
000,000 mill, which is completely 
mechanized. 
John N. Marshall, chairman of 
the board of the steel company, 
in a brief talk at the ceremony, 
reviewed the history of the com- 
pany from the time it was estab- 
lished by William and Frederick 
Niedringhaus in 1878. At that 
time the company was in St. 
Louis, It was moved across the 
river in 1893. 

Steelworkers in the old hand 
mill, during the early years of the 
company, were able to produce 
rolled steel at a rate of a half- 
ton an hour. This production rate 
was improved through moderni- 


‘| zation until the mill now produces 


about 50 tons of rolled steel an 
hour.

York, said yesterday. 

Speaking at the annual meeting 


at Hotel De.

quency and Crime, MacCormick | 


said the most intelligent approach 


to the problem of curbing crim- | 
inal sexual psychopaths is through | 
adoption of laws under which | 
they would be confined in state | 
mental institutions. Missouri re- | 


cently enacted such a law. 


“It is ridiculous for a criminal | 


of this type to be thrown into a 


workhouse, or jail, and released | 
after serving a sentence,” he said. | 
“Thirty days in jail and a scold-| 
ing by a sharp-tongued judge will | 


not correct his condition. 
“The best laws covering the | 


subject are those which make pos- | 
sible the confinement of such | 


criminals in @ mental institution, | 
to be released only on the de- | 
cision of the psychiatrist that ”“ 
is mentally sound.” 


He said St. Louis should — 
a psychiatric center, adding: “It’s | 


almost unbelievable a city such | 
as St. Louis doesn’t have a center | 
where such offenders can be | 
screened.”

No Architectural Spoils 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I was somewhat surprised at the 
heading, “Spoils in State Architecture,” 
which appeared above a letter signed 
“Interested” in a recent issue of the 
Post-Dispatch. The word “spoils” will, 
I fear, be taken to imply dishonesty, 
and at least unwarranted favoritism 
which bas worked to the disadvantage 
of the state. 


Over the many years that my firm 
has been practicing in St. Louis, we 
have been employed to plan both mu- 
nicipal and state buildings. But there 
are other firms which have been given 
many more commissions. I learned for 
the first time, when I read this letter, 
that the state was about to proceed 
with $16,000,000 worth of buildings. 
If this is true, and my firm is being 
considered for some of this work; it 
will be news to us. I, therefore, have 
no ax to grind in this controversy. 


The majority of the leading archi- 
tects do not favor competitions. The 
riverfront competition showed this 
clearly, for only a few of the country’s 
leading men entered. Yet there was 
more money available for this com- 
petition than for any previous one, 
and the first prize of $50,000 was with- 
out precedent. ; 

Only a few of our great buildings 
have had their architects chosen 
through a competition. When the Post- 
Dispatch built its new building, it wisely 
‘chose the architects by direct selection. 
And when the Chicago Tribune had its 
architect chosen through a competition, 
a great hue and cry went up that the 
best design had not been selected. 

Architectural competitions are costly 
arid laborious. The many cumbersome 
details are irksome and_ time-con- 
sQming, and in most cases make com- 
petitions impractical. State officials 
have not failed the people by choosing 
architects by direct selection; they have 
followed the best and most practical 
method. 

In a recent editorial the Post- 
‘Dispatch questioned the procedure of 
selecting the architect for the new 
State Office Building. Marcel Bouli- 
cawt, the architect chosen, is highly 
skilled and I am confident that he will 
design a building which will be a credit 
to the state. 

The writer of the letter stated that 
our state institutions are “eluttered 
with mediocre architecture.” This is 
ignorant and irresponsible, and inas- 
much as Missouri in recent years has 
selected architects from all the larger 
cities of the state, the statement is an 
unwarranted criticism of the whole 
architectural profession in the state. 


The writer of the letter made special 
reference to an institution of learning, 
presumably the University of Missouri. 
Some years ago the trustees chose one 
of the most skilled and competent 
architects in the state, James P. Jamie- 
son, to plan the buildings at Columbia. 
Every one of these Jamieson buildings 
is fine. 

The fees for designing the state’s 
buildings have not been mere handouts 
to a few favored friends. These fees 
have been honorably and well earned. 
One does not select a lawyer or a 
doctor, or for that matter, his tailor, 
by holding a competition. The architect 
being a professional man, like the law- 
yer and doctor, he is chosen, in most 
instances, on account of the reputation 
he has acquired through experience 
and repeated evidence of his skill.

The enemies 
of democracy all over the world will be point- 
ing to the J. Parnell Thomas case as evidence 
that all democracies are corrupt. 


What has the House of Representatives to be 
proud of in having a man of Thomas’ ilk in its 
midst for 13 years, for several of those years a 
member and then chairman of one of the com- 
mittees that had the most power to do good 
or evil? 

Each House shall be the Judge of the 
Qualifications of its own Members. Each 
House may punish its Members for dis- 
orderly behavior, and, with the Concurrence 
of two-thirds, expel a member. : 
That is what the Constitution says about it. 

Up to the early part of the present century 
expulsion for disorderly behavior was so prob- 
able that more than one member: resigned in 
deference to the prevailing sentiment in Con- 
gress—perhaps in wholesome fear of it. 


In more recent years, the moral climate in 
House ard Senate has deteriorated. 


Senator Bilbo of Mississippi was accused of 
taking bribes from war contractory but the 
Senate allowed him to keep on receiving his 
salary without taking his seat. Representative 
May of Kentucky was indicted for taking bribes 


. but served out his term before he was convicted 


and sent to prison. 


Representative Eugene E. Cox of Georgia, 
while head of a special House committee in- 
vestigating the Federal Communications Com- 
mission, was proved to have accepted a check 
for $2500 from a Georgia radio station for serv- 
ices before the commission he was investigating. 
He was forced off the committee but otherwise 
unpunished, and still sits in the House. 


All these. scandals have occurred in the past 
nine years. They were preceded, in the com- 
paratively recent past, by those of Represen- 
tative John H. Hoeppel of California, who sold 
an appointment to West Point; Representative 
Harry E. Rowbottom of Indiana, who sold four 
Post Office appointments; and Representative 
John W. Langley of Kentucky, who violated the 
prohibition laws. Congress did nothing about 
any of these cases, and Rowbottom and Langley 
went straight from the House of Representatives 
to prison. 

Of this record, Congress should be heartily 
ashamed. Every individual member of Congress 
should be ashamed. The honor of the parliament 
of the American people is in their keeping. 
Furthermore, in these times the good name of 
government by the people, as opposed to gov- 
ernment by dictator or politburo, is in their 
keeping. 

They have not kept it of late as well as 
they should. Assuredly they should avoid pre- 
judging charges against their fellow-members, 
but that would not be too difficult: A special 
committee could conduct hearings, and decide 
on the basis of the proprieties, short of a 
criminal finding. 

A member with due regard for the proprie- 
ties should want to absent himself pending the 
clearing of his name. As for those who lack 


a that conscience, there is no alternative but the 


conscience of Congress. 
The J. Parnell Thomas case is a repeated 

call for a return to the conscience which Con- 

gress manifested in its earlier years.

Toward Safety on the Highways 

In requiring strict physical and mental tests 
for automobile drivers, the Missouri House and 
Senate conference committee at Jefferson City 
was on the right track. Simultaneously the 
American Automobile Association was warning 
that young “hot rod” drivers were leaving a 
“trail of death” across the nation, and calling on 
the police and the courts to take the initiative 
in correcting the condition. This underscores 
the need for the mental tests as well as the 
physical. : 

While the Legiskature adjourned without 
action on the driver’s license measure, a similar 
bill undoubtedly will be on the agenda in the 
next session. And this measure had one obvious 
fault. That was the “grandfather clause,” which 
allows anyone who already possesses a driver’s 
license to continue driving without taking a test. 
In other words, it will be all right to be mentally 
or physically unfit to drive—or both—provided 
you've peen unfit long enough. 

That doesn’t make sense, and pretty obviously 
the legislators included the grandfather clause 
not because it is sensible but because they 
thought it was politic. We believe it is politically 
possible to enact a driver’s license law that will 
treat everyone alike, both grandfathers and 
grandsons; at least it is worth trying. 

When Missouri gets a real driver’s license 
law, St. Louis and every other community 
should establish safety lanes in which auto- 
mobiles will be inspected for safety of opera- 
tion. If an unsafe driver in a safe car is dan- 
gerous—and he is—so is a safe driver in an 
unsafe car. By seeing to it that both car and 
driver are fit, Missouri can make real prog- 
ress on the road to safety.

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Progress in Prosecution 

Bargains in justice and trial-by-conference are 
on the way out. Circuit Attorney James W. 
Griffin states that his office will stop con- 
ferring with defense attorneys and judges about 
criminal sentences, and will quit reducing 
charges in return for guilty pleas. This system 
allowed many criminals to escape just punish- 
ment. 

Mr. Griffin’s action is one of the most pro- 
gressive,in the history of his office. Yet there 
is still room for strengthening prosecution and 
criminal procedure in this state. } 

Missouri's criminal statutes need revision. Mr. 
Griffin notes that a line was drawn between 
petty and grand larceny at $30, when that was 
a large sum. Today, regarding a $30 theft as a 
felony would seem unnecessarily harsh to any 
jury, and makes successful prosecution difficult. 

Other states have adopted indeterminate sen- 
tence laws. These restrain a criminal for an 
indefinite period, until penal or medical au- 
thorities accountable for him decide that he 
may safely be returned to society. Missouri still 
prescribes minimum and maximum sentences.

Before the Legislature adjourned, Missouri 
was subjected to desperate efforts at invisible 
government. Behind the scenés in Jefferson 
City, the small loan lobby grasped for power— 
and narrowly missed success. 

The lobbyists swarmed upon the Legislature 
from many places, under the leadership of the 
American Investment Co. and: the Household 
Finance Corp. They had fat and open purses. 
Representative James P. Boyd, Democrat of 
Paris, asserted: 


I feel like a bunch of buzzards is hover- 
ing over the capital of this State. ; 


These birds are not noted for delicacy. The 


lobbyists tried to buy where they could not 
convince. Legislators reported payment 6f 
hotel bills by the lobby, and offers of profitable 
legal business. Reciting one instance, Represen- 
tative Richard M. Webster, Carthage Republican, 
said, “While I can't say it was a bribe, I can’t 
see how else you could construe it.” 

What prey drew this voracious flock to Mis- 
souri? Not the chance to rob the people of 
this stale alone. The lobbyists have national 
piracy at heart. 

Most states put small loan agencies in a 
special category, treating them with kindliness 
and high interest rates: In Missouri, however, 
the 1945 Constitution requires that any lending 
law apply to all lenders alike. 

If the small loan gang finally fails to win high 
lending rates here, the example of Missouri 
might lead other states to adopt reasonable 
lending laws. That is why the lobby was desper- 
ate after seven defeats in the Missouri House. 
And when the Legislature convenes again, the 
lending crew undoubtedly will be back with its 
25-to-30 per cent interest rate proposal. 

This lobby has behaved as if it owned the 
State Senate. It failed to win the House last 
time by only two votes.

A Look at Harlem 


Look magazine states that New York’s Harlem 
district is an explosive area where trouble may 
develop at any time.. More than 450,000 Ne- 
groes and Puerto Ricans are jammed into what 
the magazine calls a “near-medieval ghetto.” 

If Manhattan island itself were as saturated 
with people as Harlem, Look says, the popula- 
tion of New York and all New England would 
fit into only half of the island. Together with 
congested slums and high rents, increasing un- 
employment and disease combine to cause re- 
sentment and political unrest. 

So it would be no surprise if, as Look sug- 
gests, trouble were to erupt. Harlem voters 
might be expected to turn to the most radical 
political candidates and doctrines. Yet, only a 
few weeks ago, Harlem residents voted Com- 
munist Benjamin Davis out of the New York 
City Council. 

Harlem might plausibly be a breeding ground 
of Communism. The fact that it is not is to the 
credit of the citizens there. But Harlem remains 
a case in point, that nothing is more subversive 
than the conditions which cause subversion.

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First Come the Tracks 
Julian C. Spotts, National Park Service su- 


_perintendent of the riverfront memorial proj- 


ect, has presented his ideas for a tunnel plan 
for handling the Terminal Railroad Association’s 
levee tracks. The Spotts plan is to curve the 
Terminal track underground from a point south 
of Eads Bridge through the memori4l area to 
an emergence outside and south of the area. 

This may or may hot be the solution to the 
elevated track problem. It is certainly a serious 
proposal advanced by the Federal Govern- 
ment’s representative after much study. The 
Terminal and President McDevitt of the Board 
of Public Service, to whom the proposal -was 
presented, should give it at once the attention 
it deserves. 

One thing is certain about the riverfront: 
nothing of real importance can get done until 
the track problem is solved. That comes first. 
It is foolish to think of Congress appropriating 
any fynds for a national memorial to Westward 
Expansion until there is local agreement on 
how to remove the unsightly elevated structure. 


The gentlemen to solve this problem are 
Mayor Darst, Mr. Spotts and Mr. McDevitt, 
Armstrong Chinn of the Terminal and William 
W. Crowdus of the Jefferson Memorial Expan- 
sion Commission, together with their advisers 
and teehnieians.

Once again the funeral service is begin- 
ning to be read over a political party, this 
time the Republican. As is usual with 
political obsequies, the knells are unau- 
thorized and are being intoned by outsid- 
ers. And, as also is usual, the principal 
denies that it is dead or even moribund, 
and the customary reply is being made 
that the Republican party is dead and 
doesn’t know it. 


Political parties have died in this coun- 
try—the Federalists, the Whigs, the Know- 
Nothings, the Free . 

Soilers, the Populists 
among them. But in 
each instance their 
voting strength had 
shrunk visibly far 


' below that which the 


Republicans still can 
muster, and their po- 
sition, or the lack of 
any, had obviously 
brought about their 


demise. 


This has not been 
true since, in - 1908, 
a major party was 
last decreed by the 
opposition to be 
dead, in that year the Democrats, who 
went down to their third defeat under the 
standard of William Jennings Bryan. Mind- 
ful of what has happened since, the Re- 
publicans are stoutly denying the latest 
pronouncement, growing out of the elec- 
tions of Nov. 8, 1949, but are openly per- 
plexed how they can demonstrate that it 
is greatly exaggerated. 


On this problem their counsel are di- 
vided because the Republicans are. They 
are divided on measures to combat Presi- 
dent Truman’s program for a “welfare 
state” without opening themselves to the 
charge that they are indifferent to the 
economic and soctai ills of the nation. 
They are divided on an approach to for- 
eign policy that will not expose them to 
the charge of promoting American dis- 
unity: before the world but will still give 
them an effective and Jegitimate partisan 
issue. 

It is plain that much time and debate 
will be required before the Republican 
leaders can reach conclusions which will 
hold the voting. strength they now Rave 
and increase it. And meanwhile, these 
leaders are hoping that something will turn 
up in the way of events, or that a new 
national. figure will arise in their ranks 
with the popular appeal that transcends 
issues.

Democrats, Divided but Winners 


The Democratic party is deeply divided, 
too, but, as was most recently established 
in 1948, not on election day. The defec- 
tion of the Southern wing, though found- 
ed in passion and bitterness, was a minor 
incident of the party convention in that 
year, and President Truman had an electo- 


ral majority despite withholding of 38 


electors in the South. 


The Democratic split. continues to pro- 
duce a bipartisan majority in Congress 
against some of the Administration’s meas- 
ures. But in Virginia, Georgia and other 
dissident Southern states that division van- 
ished on election day, 1948, while tradi- 
tional Republican states were slipping their 
moorings. 

‘In the 1949 elections the combination 
of the regular Democratic party with radi- 
cal groups which President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt effected replaced a Republican 
Senator with a Democrat in New York and 
carried Republican cities in New York and 
Pennsylvania. The Democrats in New 
Jersey voted for the Republican candidate, 
Gov. Driscoll, in sufficient numbers to 
overcome his losses in Republican terri- 
tory, but only because it was the surest 
method of getting rid of Frank Hague. 


This general situation, which, with the 


exception of the congressional elections 
of 1946, has endured since 1932, has pro- 
duced the latest pronouncement that a 
major party is dead. If that should prove 
to be true, it would mean that the Ameri- 
can people are committed to huge, pater- 
nalistic, costly, pro-labor government 
which is the largest employer in the na- 
tion and the source of widespread boun- 
ties. It would mean also that the people 
will remain so committed until the Re- 
publican party is really dead and the dire 
consequences its leaders prophesy ave 
produced a new and more effective op- 
position. 


Naturally, the Republicans are far from 
ready to admit this as yet, and they find 
no historic parallel from which other par- 
ties have plunged to oblivion. The Fed- 
eralists died because they challenged the 
free spirit of agrarianism in the new West 
with the Alien and Sedition Laws and 
their concept oft a government by the 
elite, and, clinging to their pro-British 
and anti-French position, took their mor- 
tal wound in opposing the Wa? of 1812. 


The Whigs died because they tried to ig- 
nore the issues of slavery and secession. 
The other parties which passed into his- 
tory, including the Bull Moose, were minor- 
ity groups which either were outstripped 
by the growing enlightenment of the 
American peopie or imposed their pro- 
grams on the major political bodies from 
which they had separated. 2 


One Death in a Century 


The frequency of obituary services over 
parties which declined to die offers the 
parallel to which the Republicans are now 
looking as they hear them chanted in the 
camp of the enemy. From 1864 to 1884 
the Democratic party as a national force 
was pronounced dead every four years, yet 
it managed to get a popular majority in 
1876, It came alive so powerfully in 1884 
that its victory could not be denied, but 
in 1888 its burial service was said again. 


Resurrected in 1892, its successive 
wounds in 1896, 1900, 1904 and 1908 were 
said to have ended its career forever. But 
a split in the Republican majority in 1910 
produced another Democratic President in 
1912 who remained in office until the Re- 
publican victories of 1918 and 1920 sound- 
ed off the dirges once more. 


These were periodically heard until, 
1932, when Franklin D. Roosevelt swept 
the country, buf“in 1936, after the most 
crushing Republican defeat since 1912, the 
funeral music was played over the rem- 
nants of that party. Though unusual 
events—the war emergency of 1940 and 
the state of war in 1944—>plainly saved the 
Democrats from loss of the presidency 
and the majorities in Congress, and the 


Republicans carried Congress in 1946, the — 


political wind is again blowing the other 
way and the dead march of 1936 is again 
being played by Democratic musicians. 


' But it has been 97 years since a major 
political party in this country, the Whig, 
has shown the marks of passing mortal- 
ity, and 93 years since it was entombed. 
And in the meantime, the party now dom- 
inant often has been reported by its rival 
as joining the ghostly company. What has 
been proved merely is that while there 
is life there is hope, and neither has de- 
parted from the Republicans.

The fifteenth edition of this excellent 
photography annual is the first to include 
the work of prominent European photog- 
raphers. As a result the book is vastly 
improved over previous volumes. Prob- 
ably. not since the prewar publication of 
the British Annual, the French “Photog- 
raphie” and the German “Das Lichtbild” 
have so many fine photographs been pub- 
lished 1s a collection. Of the book’s 400 
nine-by-twelve-inch pages, 140 are devot- 
ed to the work of photographers in Eng- 
land, Switzerland, Holland; France, Italy 
and other countries. Of these the best 
seem to be by the Swiss in portraying 
their own interesting people and Alpine 
wonderland. 


Photographers, amateur or professiova, 
can make a rewarding study of Bill Brandt's 
sensitive technique and the mysterious 
quality of his scenes of the English coun- 
tryside. Much of his mood-creating effect 
is the result of careful darkroom printing. 


Pictures in the American Photography 
section compare favorably with the best 
of the European work and are accompa- 
nied by adequate technical and biograph- 
ical information that adds interest. In this 
section, a portfolio on the people of the 
Marshall Islands by Eliot Elisofon is splen- 
did sympathetic documentary .photograpliy. 

The weakest section of the annual is in 
the field of color photography. This is 
understandable because the high cost of 
letter press color printing would make the 
cost of the book prohibitive. A few pages 
of war photos printed from color plates 
loaned by the Navy Department are good 
actionwise but they are hardly representa- 
tive of current work in the color medium.

Law Unto Himself. 


Among many of the younger 
leaders of the Conservative party, 
however, there are serious doubts 
as to whether this fire and pas- 
sion out of the past are the prop- 
er tactic for the present. Church- 
ill is unpredictable, tempestuous, 
a law unto himself. And with 
that temperament he leaves a 
great deal to be desired as the 
leader of one of Britain’s two 
major parties in these troubled 
times. 

It goes without saying that such 
doubts are never expressed pub- 
licly. Churchill is a monument, 
the living embodiment of history. 
So long as he wants to, he may 
go on being the leader of the 
Conservative party, and there 
is not the slightest indication that 
he intends to give over the reins. 

He is too shrewd a politician not 
to sense the misgivings of some of 
the men around him. He may 
even enjoy making them squirm 
a little, as when he referred in a 
recent speech at.a huge party 
rally to “this little book”—the lit- 
tle book being the Conservative 
handbook called “The Right Road 
fer Britain,” prepared with long 
and loving care as the principal 
campaign document in the coming 
election. Some of his listeners 
got the impression that perhaps 
he had not even read it. 

Maintaining a solid and deter- 
mined hold on the party, Church- 
fll has tended to throw any pos-

Eden is 52. If Churchill is to 
rival the record of Gladstone and 
be Prime Minister at the age of 
84, then Eden must wait another 
decade.

Well-infornied opinion here 
‘holds that Winston does indeed 
want to occupy No. 10 Downing 
street again. He took his defeat 
in 1945 as a deep personal affront, 
an example of gross ingratitude. 
He is said to believe that the peo- 
ple of Britain have now had time 
to repent their error and they will 
be in a mood to right their wrong 
judgment. 

No one except Churchill him- 
self, who carefully keeps his own 
counsels on the matter of his fu- 
ture, can say this with any posi- 
tiveness. He is capable of .the 
grand gesture of renunciation. But 
it would not be wholly in char- 
acter. 


Still Empire First? 


His primary interest-remains, as 
it always has been, foreign affairs. 
He has taken the lead in organiz- 
ing the Council of Europe, which 
may be one reason why labor For- 
eign Minister Ernest Bevin is dis- 
tinctly cool to the concept of 
European union.

In Address He Praises Nation- 
alization, Health Programs 
of Labor Ministry. 


The English people are engaged 
in “the most important experi- 
ment in the world today” in their 
attempt to maintain “‘the essential 
freedoms together with minimal 
security,” Bishop William Scarlett 
of the Episcopal diocese of (East- 
ern) Missouri declared yesterday 
at a meeting of the Cathedral 
Men’s Luncheon Club at Bishop 


Tuttle Memorial, 1210 Locust 
street. 

Bishop Scarlett, who spent 12 
weeks in western Europe last 
summer, praised the nationaliza- 
tion and health programs of the 
British Labor Government, and 
said he was “confident of the fu- 
ture of England” in spite of “long 
years of crises.” 

“I am sure no thoughtful per- 
son will blame socialism for what 
has happened to England,” Bishop 
Scarlett said. He pointed out that 
the British have been forced to 
liquidate almost all their overseas 
assets and lost “a tremendous 
amount” of shipping in World 
War II. 

The government’s system of 
price control and subsidy “has 
placed essential foods within the 
price range of the mass of the 
people,” he said, “and as a result, 
the people are eating better than 
ever before.” 

Visitors to England complain 
of a milk shortage without real- 
izing that the milk is given to 
those who really need it—the 
babies, Bishop Scarlett said. He 
added that he thought English 
babies were among “the healthiest 
in the world.” 

Bishop Scarlett said that when 
he arrived in England last June 
“everyone” asked him about the 
Fairgrounds Park race disturb-

_ Rosenthal maintained an aver- 
age of 82 in high school, from 


which he was graduated last June. 
He said he got a “terrific thrill” 
when, at commencement, his 271 


spontaneously as he was awarded 
his diploma. 


He said that, because of the 
ability to read lips gained at the 
institute, he had no trouble un- 
derstanding the quarterback’s sig- 
nals, though he played tackle and 
guard and had to turn his head 
to watch the signal-caller’s lips. 
“I was always crazy about ath- 
letics,” he said. 

Rosenthal, who is 21 years old 
and an apprentice cabinetmaker, 
lives at 3352 Clara avenue. As a 
hobby, he edits athletic news for 
the Bulletin of the Bell Club, an 
organization of persons who are 
hard of hearing. 

Another graduate of the insti- 
tute who spoke at the meeting 
was Miss Ruth Smith, 4530 West 
Papin street.

Joe Maniaci, St. Louis Univer- 
sity football coach, edged over to 


roughs. 
Five lettermen are returning to 
the Clayton squad.

While we are on the subject 
of meat, it seems well worth tak- 
ing a little time and space to tell 
you something of the workings of 
a new self-service meat merchan- 
dising system in St. Louis. 

If you haven’t seen it in oper- 
ation, perhaps you’d like to know 
how it works a the paged 
angle. If you have see we be- 
lieve you'd like a 7 he of what 

goes on behind the scenes to make 
such service possible. . 

The entire end of the store is 
devoted to refrigerated display 
cases containing all sorts of meat. 
Each cut is sanitarily wrapped in 
cellophane and bears a little tag 
giving the exact weight and price 
so that you may select the one 
best fitted to your family’s tastes 
and needs. If you wonder, as we 
did, why some of the luncheon 
meats are turned face down, it is 
because the strong lights imme- 
diately above the bins tend to dis- 
golor those particular types. If 
you don’t find exactly what you 
want, you need only knock on 
the glass partitions separating the 
store from the working area. 
‘Someone will answer your sum- 
mons and provide you with a cus- 
‘.tom-cut piece. 

. The back-stage set-up is really 
a masterpiece of planning and 
efficiency. Wholesalers deliver 
meat through a wide door into a 
cool room where a battery of 
skilled meat men are at work 
eutting it inte retail-size pieces. 

e cuts are stacked on a large 
tray, the meatcutter opens a win- 
dow in the glass partition and: 
places the tray on a conveyor belt 
in the next room. Here girls are 
at work on a sort of assembly 
line, wrapping each piece of meat 

securely in cellophane. The pack- 
‘aged pieces are replaced on the 
conveyor belt, which takes them 
to a scale at the far end of the 
room. This mechanical mathema- 
tician weighs and prices each cut. 
A man marks and affixes the 

, labels, the meat is again stacked 
on the large trays and taken to a 
. refrigerated room to be stored un- 
til supplies in the bins need re- 
plenishment. The storage room is 
completely lined with especially 
constructed racks extending from 
floor to ceiling to hold the plat- 
ters of meat. 

The smoked meats are kept in 
still another special room where 
they are stored in neat rows, the 
“gausages covered with their little 
individual stockinettes. The whole 
thing is a triumph of systematic

If Rip Van Winkle were to 
rouse himself from his long ‘sleep 
in time for breakfast in 1949 he 
would be more than a bit dis- 
concerted. Breakfast was a hearty 
meal in his day but with a chang- 
ing pattern it is rapidly becoming 
the forgotten meal with us. 


Surveys among homemakers and 
school children have shown some 
startling facts about breakfast 
habits. One survey found that 
one-third of our school children 
start off with little or no break- 
ve 


In the old days, breakfast was 
not eaten because of any con- 
sciousness of a nutritional need. 
It was eaten because it was fun 
to eat and where the men in:the 
family were busy chopping down 
the forest primeval and the wom- 
en were doing all those chores 
which have been taken over by 
competent manufacturers, hearty 
breakfast was needed for energy. 
Few of us do much physical la- 
bor; consequently our food needs 
have become modified. Many of 
us sit in a school room or an of- 
‘fice. Yet all these activities take 
energy, and plenty of it. The last 
fueling our bodies had was at 
dinner the night before and that 
is anywhere from eight to ten to 
twelve hours ago. If we attempted 
to drive automobiles without fuel 
we would get nowhere. A car re- 
fuses to move but our bodies will 
continue to go on “nerves.” 


Planned Breakfasts. 


Planning for breakfast is im- 
portant. This: includes both time 
and food. Today there is a basic 
pattern to follow, with variations 
to suit every group. These five 
groups must include fruit, cereal 
with milk, bread, butter or mar- 
garine, and a beverage. The in- 
terest is provided by the varia- 
tions within this pattern. 

Much of the early morning 
breakfast work can be done in 
advance to save precious mo- 
ments, The table can be set the 
evening before. Orange juice can 
be squeezed the night before and 
stored in a tightly-covered con- 
tainer. The precious vitamin C is 
not lost if the juice is tightly cov- 
ered. If your family likes hot 
breads there are a number of 
mixes that in most instances re- 
quire only the addition of liquid 
to give you crusty golden muf- 
fins, crisp waffles, pancakes or 
biscuits. 

It is quite time-saving if you 
have a shelf on which you store 
a variety of the ready and un- 
cooked cereals, prepared mixes, 
dried fruits, coffee and cocoa. A 
shelf like this can save steps as 
well as time that is precious in 
the morning. 

Here are a few breakfast 
gestions: - 

Oatmeal Casserole. 


Place two cups rolled oats and 
one teaspoon salt in a 144-quart 
baking dish. Pour four cups boil- 
ing water over the oats. Cover 
and bake in a moderate oven (350 
degrees) 15 to 20 minutes. Top 
with one-fourth cup brown sugar 
and serve. Or top with one-half 
cup brown sugar and one-half cup 
coconut. Place under broiler unit

Quick Sausage Scrapple. 

This can be made by pan-fry- 
ing one-half pound pork sausage 
meat. Drain off fat. Add sausage 
to cornmeal mush or oatmeal.

And they have tried to give the impression that nobody will be 
hurt by this decision except the present owners of A&P.

The anti-trust lawyers Listes repeatedly stated that “the suit will not result 
in the closing of a single A&P store’, and that “the purpose of the suit is 
to enjoin A&P from continuing activity which has been held to violate

How can anyone possibly say that you will get lower food prices by elimi- 
nating the company that has done so much to bring them down? 
Actually, there is no question that this suit, if successful, will mean higher 
food prices for A&P customers. 
Here is just one of a number of reasons: 
We manufacture many of the quality foods we sell in our stores, such 
as Bokar, Red Circle and Eight O’Clock coffees, Ann Page foods, White 
House milk, and many others. 
The anti-trust lawyers admit that we pass along these manufacturing 
savings to our customers in the form of lower prices. 


But, the anti-trust lawyers have asked the court to order us to get rid of 
our manufacturing facilities, which would put an end to all these savings, 


This means that if these A&P brands continued to be manufactured, you 
would have to pay higher prices for them wherever you found them. 


The anti-trust lawyers say that food prices would go down in other stores, 
They claim that food manufacturers would be able to sell cheaper to other 
grocers because they would not have to make up alleged losses they now, 
incur in selling to A&P. 


This, of course, is pure nonsense. The suppliers who voluntarily seek our 
business and are now rushing to our defense obviously find it profitable to 
deal with A&P. Actually, their sales to this company enable them to build 
up their volume, reduce their costs, and sell more cheaply to all grocers. 


The elimination of A&P from the picture would tend to increase, rather 
than decrease, the wholesale cost of food; and this, in turn, will be reflected 
in increases in retail prices. 


Make no mistake about it. If the anti-trust lawyers succeed in putting A&P 
out of business you will find your food bill is higher. 


Others Will Be Hurt 


The anti-trust lawyers have insisted that this suit will not affect other dis- 
tributors, ‘‘nor will it destroy any efficiencies of mass distribution.”

As a matter of fact, the anti-trust lawyers made practically the same allega- 
tions against two of our largest competitors that they are making against us. 
And it can also be used as the basis for an attack against other grocers and 
merchants in other lines. 

There are today literally thousands of chain stores, voluntary groups and 
individual merchants operating with the same methods and in the same 
pattern here under attack. 


If A&P is destroyed, no businessman could safely pursué an aggressivé 
sales policy designed to lower prices and give his customers:a better deal 
if by so doing he takes business away from any competitor. 


Even if the anti-trust lawyers have no intention now of prosecuting other 
suits, a decision against A&P will establish a precedent that could be used 
by the present anti-trust lawyers, or any future anti-trust lawyers, to destroy 
_—y efficient business that buys cheaply, sells cheaply, and grows big in 
the process. 


Such a decision would mean the end of the vigorous, healthy price coms 
petition which has given this country the highest standard of living ever 
enjoyed by any people anywhere in the history of the world. 


The anti-trust lawyers are trying to give a new interpretation to the anti 
trust laws that, instead of preserving competition, will reduce competition. 
They are trying, by court decision, to impose a new kind of economic policy, 
on the people of this country. 

Make no mistake about it. If they succeed in destroying A&P they will be 


destroying the method of distribution that has helped make the American 
standard of living the envy of the world.

Goldstein said the case was 
brought to his attention by the 
City Welfare Department, which 
wondered why a “college presi- 
dent” had drawn more than $10,- 
000 in relief since 1941.

It’s the kind of dish men like, 
and here the way to make it. 
First the svickova: 


Start with five pounds of top 
sirloin and five strips of bacon. 
Place the sirloin in a jar, put the 
bacon on top of it, and then make 
the following-liquor: Boil together 
in three cups of water a large 
onion, a carrot, two pieces of cel- 
ery, a little parsley, four bay 
leaves, four peppercorns, one red 
pepper, half a lemon (sliced) and 
the juice of two lemons. Let them 
boil long enough to blend the 
flavors and then pour the whole 
business over the sirloin and 
bacon. Now cover it up and Jet 
it stand for two days. 

When the two days are up, take 
the meat out of the liquid, salt 
it well and bake it in a hot oven, 
basting. it frequently with the 
liquor. When the meat is brown 
take it out of the pan, and put 
in the pan two tablespoons of 
flour, one tablespoon of sugar, the 
rest of the liquor—of which there 
should be about two cups left. 
Last, and of great importance, 
pour in one pint of sour cream. 
Put the meat back in the gravy 
and let the whole works simmer 
for a couple of minutes.

West opened the spade king; 
declarer won and promptly laid 
down the king of clubs. West took 
the trick and led two more high 
spades, giving East the chance 
to get rid of a club, but the re- 
sult was still not very satisfac- 
tory to the East-West pair. De- 
clarer ruffed the third spade lead, 
cashed the queen of clubs and 
returned a spade from dummy 
of his own accord. 


East had the choice of ruffing 
high, to keep South from making 
too many small trumps, or dis- 
carding, and when he chose the 
former, South simply got rid of a 
losing diamond. By getting East 
into a trump end play, South 
managed to win six tricks in ail 
—one spade, one club and no 
fewer than four hearts—and so 
paid a penalty of only 200 points. 


Then the argument got under 
way! West insisted that his part- 
ner should not have left in the 
double of one heart, but should 
have bid one no-trump.s North, 
the erstwhile dummy, agreed that 
East’s leave-in had been bad, but 
felt that East should have taken 
out the double by bidding two 
hearts. Naturally, East liked his 
own decision; and South, satis- 
fied with the outcome, had noth- 
ing to say. 

It was quite true, of course, 
that East-West could have made 
three no-trump, for a much better 
score, but the criticism of East’s 
penalty pass seems a little cap- 
tious, to put it mildly! From 
East’s point of view, if one heart 
could not be adequately punished, ~ 
there was no reason to feel that 
any better score could be earned!

NE day, as I was walking on 
Fifth avenue in New York, 
a man I knew slightly 
pushed through the crowd, 
stopped me, and said, “You be- 
lieve in religion as a practical 
technique, don’t you?” When I 
said that I did, he continued, 
“You also teach, do you not, 
that there is a healing power 
in Faith?” Again, I agreed. 
“Well,” he said, “my big prob- 
lem is irritation. Sometimes I 
feel that I'm just going to blow 
up. Can you tell me how to 
keep from being irritated?” 
Evidently this problem of ir- 
ritation is a widespread one 
because, recently, I have been 
hearing about it from many 
sources. The head of a large 
department store told me the 
other day that never in all his 
years of merchandising experi- 
ence had he seen so/many ir- 
ritated customers an@ irritated 
sales people as no 
“I would be w g to close 
down for two days,” he said, “if 
someone would come in and 
give my sales clerks a course 
in how to keep their tempers 
and curb their tongues in the 
presence of customers, no mat- 
ter how annoying they may be.” 


The governor of one of our 
most important states once told 
me, “One of my big problems 
is to know how to conquer ir- 
ritation. I always liked people 
until I got this job. Now they 
drive me to distraction.”

THERE IS A THERAPY, a 
healing technique, which can 
be used to overcome and con- 
quer irritation. Like many other 
such therapies for the emotional 
problems of modern living, it 
can be found in the pages of 
the Bible.
